The state board held a secret 
meeting in Trenton in which it 
defended its original position that 
Alice should be placed for adop- 
. tion with a family of superior in­ 
tellectual and financial resources. 
But the board added: “ We feel 
that few things are more damag­ 
ing to a child than to be fought 
ov er by its parents in the courts, 
press and ov er the air wav es. We 
hav e therefore decided to allow 
Mr. and Mrs. Combs to adopt her 
if they wish.”

It was a day mix ed with sadness 
and joy for the 25-y ear-old, $110-a- 
week sheet metal worker and his 
wife. They heard about the board’s 
decision just as they left the fun­ 
eral for Combs’ mother, who died 
ov er the weekend.

Inc., 
today purchased the San Gabriel 
Valley Tribune, a daily and Sun­ 
day newspaper in Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
The Rev iew is one of the news­ 
papers published by Brush-Moore. 
Announcement of acquisition of 
the capital stock of San Gabriel 
Valley Newspapers, Inc., was made 
by G Gordon Strong. Brush-Moore 
president and general manager. 
The newspaper will be published 
by Sanv aley Publications, Inc., a 
new California co^ration 
and 
wholly -owned subsidiary <rf Brush- 
Moore. 
In addition, the corporation will 
continue to publish eight weekly 
newspapers for distributirm in the 
San Gabriel Valley area, which is 
bounded by Pasadena on the west 
and Pomona on the east. 
Circulation of the daily and Sun­ 
day Tribune ex ceeds 45,000, while 
the combined circulatirm of th e 
weekliw is an additional 65,000. 
The papers are published in West 
Cov ina, about 20 miles east of the 
heart of Los Angeles. The San Gab­ 
riel Valley , which ex tends about 
16 miles east and west and niiw 
miles north and south, is princi­ 
pally 
a residential 
community 
made up of city and v illages of 
v ary ing sizes. 
Population of the San Gabriel 
Valley serv ed by the Tribune and 
related weekly newspapers is cur­ 
rently estimated at 375,000. 
The area is one of the fastest 
growing in the county and is ex ­ 
pected to reach a millkm in an­ 
other decade 
No staff dranges in the opera­ 
tions of the papers are contem­ 
plated at this time. 


A Q Miller, ex ecutiv e v ice pres­ 
ident and a stockholder of the corp­ 
oration frwn which the p a p e r s 
were purchased, will continue to 
serv e as administrativ e head of the 
publication.

Sov iet Urges I 
Forces Slash i 
In 18 Months 


Proposes U.S., Red 
China, Russia Cut 
To 1,7 00,000 Men 


GENEVA (AP)-The Sov iet Un­ 
ion today proposed that the Unit­ 
ed States, the U.S.S.R. and Red 
China cut their armed forces to 
1.700.000 
men 
each 
within 
18 
months. 
Sov iet Delegate Valerian A. Zo­ 
rin made the proposal to the 10- 
nation disarmament conference at 
a closed session during which the 
fiv e Western allies formally sub­ 
mitted their three-stage plan to 
halt the arms race. The Western 
plan was made public Tuesday 
and got a chilly reception from 
the Sov iets. 
ITie Sov iet plan—which has not 
been formally put before the con­ 
ference—is based on Sov iet Pre­ 
mier Nikita Khrushchev ’s propos­ 
al to the U. N. General Assembly 
last September that all nations dis­ 
arm completely within a four-y ear 
period. 
Zorin said the Sov iet plan also 
calls for disarmament in three 
stages. Paralleling the troop cuts 
for the three biggest powers, he 
proposed that Britain and France 
reduce their armed forces to 650,- 
000 men each. 
The United States now has about 
2H million men m uniform. The 
U.S.S.R. say s it has 3,623,000, but 
Khrushchev has announced 1,200,- 
000 will be demobilized within the 
nex t y ear or so. U. S. military 
officials estimate Red China has 
2.600.000 men in its army and an 
air force large enough to man 
2.000 jets. 
*1116 Western plan calls for the 
United States and Sov iet Union to 
hold their forces to 2 V» million 
men each in the first stage, and 
to cut them to 2,100,000 in the 
second stage, with corresponding 
reductions in other countries. The 
plan sets no timetable for the 
stages. 
Zorin told a news conference 
after the session that under the 
Sov iet plan, all stages of disar­ 
mament would be superv ised by 
an international control organiza­ 
tion and an inspection sy stem. In 
prev ious 
disarmament 
negotia­ 
tions, howev er, Sov iet and West­ 
ern ideas of an adequate control 
sy stem hav e been far apart. 
In the second stage (rf the So­ 
v iet plan, said Zorin, all armed 
forces would be disbanded and all 
foreign bases wwild be liquidated. 
This could be completed within 
two y ears, he said. 
In the third stage all ty pes of 
nuclear weapons would be de­ 
stroy ed. 
The Sov iet delegate said his 
gov ernment would insist that all 
nuclear weapon tests be banned 
“ ev en before an agreement wi dis­ 
armament is implanented.” 
The United States, Britain and 
the Sov iet Union hav e b^n ne- 
gi^ating in Genev a for 16 months 
for a ban on nuclear tests. Hie 
talks hav e deadlocked.

At Waterford

Village Shiv ers As 
Faulty Valv e Forces 
Sliutoff For Repairs 


NEW WATERFORD - T w o 
chilling day s of cold meals, un­ 
heated homes and fear of natural 
gas fumes — as a result of an 
interruption in serv ice from the 
Ohio Fuel k Gas Co. — ended 
Tuesday night for some 9 00 v il­ 
lage residents. 
Restoration of gas serv ice was 
completed y esterday about 4 p. m. 
as crews finished repairs and con­ 
nections at a regulator meter on 
a main about a mile east of here. 
Sub-freezing temperatures Mon­ 
day night apparently froze the me­ 
ter, and gas pressure here fell to 
zero about 2 a. m. 
An emergency crew was called 
from Leetonia, and all residents 
were adv ised to turn gass v alv es 
off at the hom^. Utility workers 
in cases where residents were not 
at home had to break windows to 
enter and turn off the gas, re­ 
quired because of the danger of 
fumes when serv ice was restored. 
By Monday night crews had by ­ 
passed the frozen meter, and re­ 
stored serv ice to the v illage which 
has some 260 gas users — the 
highest proportion of any com­ 
munity in the area. 
But s e r v i c e was interrupted 
again Tuesday morning when the 
meter — returned to use 
froze 
a second time, A number of home 
owners began to smell gas when 
pilots were ex tinguished but gas 
continued to flow intermittently 
afterward.

Of Neiv S to rm 


Rain and sleet are due this aft­ 
ernoon and tonight In the wake of 
a new snow storm that mov ed into 
East Liv erpool this morning after 
piling up a heav y new blanket of 
white in parts of the Midwest. 
Heav y snow flurries began short­ 
ly before 10 this mwning in the 
Tri-State district, quickly putting a 
thin white coat on pav ements that 
had become bare only within the 
last few day s after the sun took 
away the last traces of repeated 
snow fall* that began in mid-Feb­ 
ruary . 
Locally , the storm appeared to 
be mov ing west at a slow pace 
and the S t a t e Highway Depart­ 
ment Garage at Leetonia began 
loading cinder trucks shortly be­ 
fore noon, although the fall there 
was light about 11:30. 
Police here said streets were 
becoming slippery before noon. 
District roads were rapidly be­ 
coming snow-cov ered and hazar­ 
dous shortly before noon, accord­ 
ing to the State Highway Patrol 
at Lisbon, but no reports of acci­ 
dents or traffic tie-ups had been 
receiv ed. 
The Ohio weatherman w a r n e d 
hazardous driv ing conditions are in 
prospect for many sections of the 
state. By this afternoon, the snow 
will be mix ed with rain and sleet 
and there will be snow again to­ 
night, he warned. The forecaster 
did not prwiict the total accumu­ 
lation, but said there is a chance 
of “ locally heav y " snowfall in 
northern section of Ohio. 
The snow resulted from a low 
pressure area which was ov er Tex ­ 
as Tuesday , mov ing toward Mis­ 
souri, the weatherman said Snow 
began this morning before day ­ 
light at Day ton and spread east­ 
ward to Columbus, while freezing 
rain and sleet were reported at 
Cincinnati and Piketon.

over by its parents in the courts, 
press and over the air waves. We 
have therefore decided to allow 
Mr. and Mrs. Combs to adopt her 
if they wish. 
It was a day mixed with sadness 
and joy for the 25-year-old, $110-a- 
week sheet metal worker and his 
wife. They heard about the board’s 
decision just as they left the fun 
eral for Combs’ mother, who died 
over the weekend. 
Combs and his wife had two 
daughters of their own after Alice 
Marie came into their home. They 
originally had signed an agree-

By early today the bodies of 
13 had been hauled out bf the 
gas-filled passageways and the 
last wisp of hope for the others 
was gone.

Somewhere in the dank honey­ 
comb of tunnels were the other 
members of the digging party im­ 
prisoned March I by a cave-in 
and fire nearly three miles from 
the mine opening.

Soviet Urges 
Forces Slash 
Inl8Months 


Proposes U.S., Red 
China, Russia Cut 
To 1,700,000 Men 


GENEVA (AP)—The Soviet Un­ 
ion today proposed that the Unit­ 
ed States, the U.S.S.R. and Red 
China cut their armed forces to 
1.700.000 
men 
each 
within 
18 
months. 
Soviet Delegate Valerian A. Zo­ 
rin made the proposal to the 10- 
nation disarmament conference at 
a closed session during which the 
five Western allies formally sub­ 
mitted their three-stage plan to 
halt the arms race. The Western 
plan was made public Tuesday 
and got a chilly reception from 
the Soviets. 
The Soviet plan—which has not 
been formally put before the con 
ference—is based on Soviet Pre­ 
mier Nikita Khrushchev’s propos­ 
al to the U. N. General Assembly 
last September that all nations dis­ 
arm completely within a four-year 
period. 
Zorin said the Soviet plan also 
calls for disarmament in three 
stages. Paralleling the troop cuts 
for the three biggest powers, he 
proposed that Britain and France 
reduce their armed forces to 650, 
OOO men each. 
Th* United States now has about 
2tt million men In uniform. The 
U.S.S.R. says it bas 3,623,000, but 
Khrushchev has announced 1,200,- 
000 will be demobilised within the 
next year or so. U. S. military 
officials estimate Red China has 
2.800.000 men in its army and an 
air force large enough to man 
2.000 jets. 
The Western plan calls for the 
United States and Soviet Union to 
hold their forces to IV* million 
men each in the first stage,' and 
to cut them to 2,100,000 in the 
second stage, with corresponding 
reductions in other countries. The 
plan sets no timetable for the 
stages. 
Zorin told a news conference 
after the session that under the 
Soviet plan, all stages of disar­ 
mament would be supervised by 
an international control organiza­ 
tion and an inspection system, In 
previous 
disarmament 
negotia­ 
tions, however, Soviet and West­ 
ern ideas of an adequate control 
system have been far apart. 
In the second stage of the So­ 
viet plan, said Zorin, all armed 
forces would be disbanded and all 
foreign bases would be liquidated. 
This could be completed within 
two years, he said. 
In the third stage all types of 
nuclear weapons would be de­ 
stroyed. 
The Soviet delegate said his 
government would insist that all 
nuclear weapon tests be banned 
“even before an agreement on dis­ 
armament is implemented.” 
The United States, Britain and 
the Soviet Union have been ne­ 
gotiating in Geneva for 16 months 
for a ban on nuclear tests. The 
talks have deadlocked. 
The Western plan was submitted 
to the conference by British Min­ 
ister 
of State 
David 
Ormsby 
Gore on behalf of his own govern­ 
ment, the United States, France, 
Italy and Canada. 
Zorin threw cold water on the 
proposal at Tuesday's 
opening meeting, calling it un­ 
realistic and impractical.

Tuesday night for some 900 vil­ 
lage residents. 
Restoration of gas service was 
completed yesterday about 4 p. rn. 
as crews finished repairs and con­ 
nections at a regulator meter on 
a main about a mile east of here. 
Sub-freezing temperatures Mon­ 
day night apparently froze the me­ 
ter, and gas pressure here fell to 
zero about 2 a. rn. 
An emergency crew was called 
from Leetonia, and all residents 
were advised to turn gass valves 
off at the homes. Utility workers 
in cases where residents were not 
at home had to break windows to 
enter and turn off the gas, re­ 
quired because of the danger of 
fumes when service was restored. 
By Monday night crews had by­ 
passed the frozen meter, and re­ 
stored service to the village which 
has some 260 gas users — the 
highest proportion of any com­ 
munity in the area. 
But s e r v i c e was interrupted 
again Tuesday morning when the 
meter — returned to use — froze 
a second time. A number of home 
owners began to smell gas when 
pilots were extinguished but gas 
continued to flow intermittently 
afterward.

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Who’s Driving The Bus? 


When 
President 
Eisenhower 
appointed 
James W. Riddleberger to direct the Interna­ 
tional Cooperation Administration a year ago, 


the move made little news. There was a brief 
akirmish over the partisan politics of the 
appointment, then all was quiet. 
With due respect to the director, this Is 
the trouble with the job he is doing. His 
organization Ls under the Department of State. 
Tliough ICA spends a total of about three 
and a half billion dollars a year, which 
dwarfs the cost of the rest of the State 
Department, it does not spend this money 
in a way that makes its operation come under 
day-by-day observation. 
This has given rise to a public psychology 
about foreign aid that causes the billions 
spent under that heading to be under con- 
tiiHKHis suspicion. No news is not good news. 
A bipartisan study mission of members of 
the House of Representatives has gone afield 
to look into foreign aid. It has learned what 
everybody has learned on similar missions. 


THE FOREIGN AID program has done a 
tremendous amount of good. But in the course 
of spending tremendous sums of money since 
the end of World War II, it has wasted 
tremenckHis sums, too. Some of its projects 
have been addle-headed. All 
o f them have 
been cursed with money-happiness, an afflic­ 
tion common in Washingibn. 
Money-happiness is an ob.sesslve belief in 
the magic properties of spending. It is a cross­ 
over from the fact U.S. free enterprise has 
produced wealth to the suiH><>sition it can 
make other nations achieve free enterprise 


Old Pros Pul On Show 


Americans can lay as much .stress on face- 
eaving as orientals when their {» 'estige is 
threatened. 
The southern filibu.ster is a kind of face- 
•aving. It is n ^ the letter of the proposed 
civil rights law that Is objected td as much 
*fn the filH>uster as the spirit in which the 
law is proposed 
Southerners resent being 
singled out for legislative treatment. 
Their defense is that general statutes are 
adequate to take care of the problem at hand. 
The civil rights of Negroes, they argue with 
deep conviction, are not matters for ^ c ia l 
laws. This is degrading to the South, they 
say—an affront to states’ ri^ ts and a flow 
to southern iwestige. 
Hence, they filibuster to avert a blow to 
their prestige, not necessarily to avert a 
change in the law. Hiis is as well known 
to the speaker of the House of Representa­ 
tives. Rep Sam Rayburn, as the back of his 
own hand It is just as well known to Sen. 
Lyndon Jtrfinson, the fellow Texan, who leads 
the Democratic majority in the Senate. 
These two astute legislators put their heads 
together before the second session of the 
Wth Congress convened in January, to plan 
passage of a civil rights bill. Their purpose 


was to help the iwesidential plans of Sen 
Johnson, whose planning all would have been 
in vain without some move to prove he Ls 
not a captive of southern segregationists. 
Otherwise, he could not hope to win northern 
support for the Democratic nomination. 
“Mister Sam” had been out of sight and 
out of mind during the Senate filibuster on 
the Ei.senhowa- administration’s strong bill 
for civil rights. But now it is his House of 
Representatives that is coming through with 
a bin strong enough to please Negroes and 
champions of civil rights, strong enough to 
prove the Rayburn-Johnson political axis is 
free of segregatbn and enough weaker than 
the Senate proposal to save face for the 
South. 
When it’s all over, if there is no hitch, the 
men will have been separated from the boys 
in civil rights politicking—and the two men 
who will be sitting tallest in the saddle will 
be Sam Rayburn, whose political future is 
behind him, and Lyndon Johnson, whose po­ 
litical future is ahead of him, he hopes. 
The ccHintry will have seen as slick a bit 
of legislative footwork as will come out of 
the 86th Congre.ss. These are the old pros 
at work The in-between pros and amateurs 
are^ watching a masterful performance. 


Better Take Khrushchev Seriously 


Do not disregard the bland assumption that 
Premier Khrushchev Is talking through his 
fur hat when he says the world can live 
without armament in the not-distant future. 
The assumption could be disastrous. 
Khrushchev is one of the shrewdest men of 
his day. He has gone to great effort to 
acquaint himself with the world he lives in. 
unlike Stalin, who preferred to live in a 
work} of his own imagining. 
Khrushchev may have learned what no 
majcM' Asiatic or European leader has been 
sure 
since the United States became a 
major power: That the American republic is 
incapable 
o f aggression; that it can fight 
only as a reaction from agression 
This means, or could m ^ n to a man as 
Intelligent as Khrushchev, that the Soviet 
Union can afford to disarm progressively, 
diverting the cost of armament to improve­ 
ment of Russian living conditions Tltere could 
be no harm in this to Russians. 
Meanwhile, the United States, filled with 
fear of Russia, neither can disarm nor strike 
the belligerent attitude that might justify a 
policy of heavy armament 
Moreover, the 
United States, always ready to believe the

There Is in the Soviet embassy 
in Washington a mysterious Ivy 
League looking chap. He’s in his 
late 20s. He speaks flawless Eng­ 
lish He slurs 
h i s n a m e , 
though, so it’s 
d I f f i c u It to 
catch it. 
He has been 
in this country 
for some nine 
months — and 
in the past few 
weeks he has, 
been dropping! 
in on national 
Victor Rlesef 
union heaidkjuarters. He announces 
hknself as the Russians’ new la­ 
bor attache. 
Ha asks for union 
documents 
and proceedings and to be placed 
on their special mailing lists. He 
also attempts to interest thwn 
in participating in international 
conferences with Communist Front 
organizations. 
He carrie.s authentic Soviet and 
diplomatic identification. He has 
been traced to the embassy. But 
there it stops. Inquiry at both 
Soviet 
telephone numbers— Na­ 
tional 8-8549 and National 8-8548— 
bring polite iwomises of a return 
phone call. 
Once he obtains his information, 
he apparently disappears into the 
maw of the tight little island known 
as the Embassy of the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics. 


THE MOST RECENT visit was 
made to the AFL-CIO International 
Assn. of Machinists. He dropped in 
and surprised the 
folks 
there. 
They were startled to learn that 
the Russians had a labor attache. 
For the Soviets that is a brand 
new post. 
Those he has visited are eager 
not to give the inHwession to the 
United States and the rest of the 
iKMi-Communist world that they be­ 
lieve there is free labor in the 
Soviet Union American labor will 
not cooperate with the 
Russian 
“unions.” 
Typical of this attitude is the 
reactiMi of the 
leaders 
of the 
American Guild of Variety Artists, 
an AFL-CIO affiliate. Its officials. 
President Joey Adams and Jackie 
Bright, administrative secretary, 
have been fighting the appearance 
of the Moscow State Circus in the 
US 
Adams and Bright have told 
the Slate Department of their ob­ 
jections. An aide of Secretary of 
State Herter has just 
informed 
them that the circus will not per­ 
form here'for at least two years. 
It may sound odd that 
anyme 
should battle a circus, especially 
one with such bright trained Rus­ 
sian bears. 
But Aflams and Bright are rea­ 
sonable men with what appears 
to be reasonable objections. They 
point out that the Soviet enter­ 
tainers are really "chattel." They 
do not receive the benefit of the 
profits which generous and eager 
American audiences pour into the 
box offices 
All profits from the Russian en­ 
tertainment troupes’ visits here go 
to the Moscow government and not 
to the talent. The money is paid 
directly to the Soviet Ernbassy by 
whatever American promoter—us­ 
ually Sol Hurok—handles them. 


THE EMBASSY then transmits 
the big profits to the official So­ 
viet State Trust Tie entertainers 
simply get their usual weekly sal­ 
aries, which are one-quarter 
<rf 
what our American players g^. 
For example, the famed 
and 
talented Moiseyev Dancers put on 
6» perfwmances. 
They 
took 
a 
gross of 11.600.000. Mr. Hurok took 
his cut. The rest, well over a mil­ 
lion dollars, went to the Russian 
government. 
Add to this the heavy take of 
the delightful BcUhoi Ballet and 
the Moscow State Symphony and 
you find a profit running into sev­ 
eral million dollar« .

Another Type Of Filibuster

WASHINGTON 
The Southern fight against a civ­ 
il rights bill and the 10-nation dis­ 
armament talks which opened in 
Geneva Tuesday have one thing 
in common: a filibuster. 
The disarmament talks are just 
the latest in a series. Some of the 
pecó le doing the talking at Geneva 
are new. But the spirit is the 
same 
The West and the Com­ 
munist world got into a cat-and- 
dog fight right at the start. 
The West sent the Communists 
a copy of its disarmament plan 
Monday, on the eve of the open­ 
ing, so they could examine it They 
did. Valerian Zorin, the Soviet 
deputy foreign minister, opened 
the talks by denouncing the plan. 
It can hardly be called new. 
It’s a coliection of previous West­ 
ern proposals based on this central 
idea: that before there can be any 
real disarmament there must be 
a fool-proof inspection system to 
prevent cheating. 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev pre­ 
sented the Cornmunist plan last 
Sept. 18 when he was in this 
country and addressed the United 
Nations. He wanted disarmament 
in four years. The West offered 
no time limit. 
But Khrushchev talked of dis- 


armament first and a control sys­ 
tem next. The West wouldn’t buy 
that It isn't likely to buy it now. 
The Soviets have looked on the 
West’s prc^)osed inspection system 
as a kind of spy network. 
So this much is predictable: 
1. The two sides will haggle, 
getting nowhere, at least until the 
end of the summit meeting which 
opens in Paris May 16, 
2. Since there is great skepti­ 
cism the summit will accomplish 
anything, the disarmament talks 
are hardly apt to pick up speed 
after the summit. 
3. Judging from past perform­ 
ances, the two sides may still be 
talking a year from now. 
It’s important for both—in the 
eyes of the rest of the world—not 
to slam or appear to slam a door 
on disarmament altogether. 
So what seems reasonable to ex­ 
pect is a group of grown men 
haranguing one another days on 
end, with neither side really budg­ 
ing. 
Perhaps the best thing that can 
be said for the disarmament talks 
at this point is that at least the 
West and the Communist world 
are sitting down together, talking, 
which seems to be an improve­ 
ment on previous frozen-faced si­ 
lence.

“Now, in my own state we have 
approximately 175,000 to 185,000 Ne­ 
groes who are registered and who 
do vote. They have elected of­ 
ficials within my state. Frequent­ 
ly they are the balance (rf power 
in mayor’s races and local races 
of 
all kinds 
The Negroes 
in 
Georgia do vote in very substantial 
numbers. 
In some counties 
in 
Georgia we have a greater percent­ 
age of Negroes registered than we 
have of the white population, in 
three counties in Georgia we have 
more Negroes registered and vot­ 
ing than there are white peo­ 
ple. . . . 
“All citizens who are qualified 
have been encwiraged to vote. We 
can’t help it if some citizens don’t 
exercise that right. My colleague. 
Sen. 
Russell, inserted in “The 
Congressional Record” this past 
week a statement by the leader of 
the Natlwial Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People in 
Cleveland, Ohio, which stated that 
onlv 25 per cent of the Negroes 
in CHeveland were registered and 
of that 25 or 26 per cent only 
about 2.5 or 26 per cent of them 
voted. Now, we have a much 
higher percentage than that who 
are registered in Georgia and a far 
higher 
percentage 
v o t e 
in 
GeM’gia.” 


THE GEORGIA SENATOR was 
then reminded that, according to 
the U S. Civil Rights Commission, 
there were 22 Georgia counties 
where less than 5 per cent of the 
Negro population believed to be 
eligible was registered. He replied 
that there were adequate remedies, 
and added: 
“ First, any citizen who thinks 
that he is being illegally deprived 
of the vote can go into federal 
court, he can get an injunction, he 
can recover damages against the 
registrar. 
“Second, there is a criminal law. 


He (the registrar) can be indicted, 
he can be convicted and sentenced 
to the federal penitentiary and fin­ 
ed. And, thirdly, there is the Civil 
Rights Act of 1957 that authorizes 
this group to have the attorney 
general (rf the United States of 
America file a suit in the name of 
the United States of America as 
their tax-paid private lawyer to 
enforce their rights. Now, if those 
remedies aren't sufficient, there 
are no laws on the face of the 
earth that will be.” 
Then why did the attorney gen­ 
eral write a letter this week urg­ 
ing the House of Representatives 
to restore the section of the civil 
rights bill that was voted down 
by the Senate a few days ago? The 
answer is that politics is back <rf 
it all. 
The moment Sen 
Lausche of 
Ohio, 
a 
courageous 
Democrat, 
pr(^osed that the 
principle of 
“equal justice under law” be ap­ 
plied so as to provide criminal 
penalties not just for violations 
court orders on school desegrega­ 
tion but also for violations of court 
orders relating to picketing and 
violence in labor disputes, a North­ 
ern group of senators promptly 
voted against it. They were plainly 
afraid of the reprisals from the 
labor-union vote. 
The attorney general, moreover, 
in his latest cwnmunicatlon to Con­ 
gress. writes that, while the right 
to vote is of fundamental import­ 
ance to the Negro: “This thought 
should not lull anyone into forget­ 
ting that, meanwhile, the federal 
government has a responsibility in, 
other civil rights matters, includ­ 
ing the duty to enforce court or­ 
ders 
in 
school 
desegregation 
cases.” 


THE ATTORNEY General than 
makes an unhappy reference to 
what happened at Little Rock in 
1^7 and declares that the section 
deleted by the Senate and now up 
for passage in the House is design­ 
ed to prevent a recurrence of the 
situation which, he says, required 
the use of federal troops. He adds: 
“At the present time, when state 
officials fail to maintain law and 
wder, the federal government, a* 
a practical matter, has no certain 
or very effective way to deal with 
mob violence except 
the use 
of federal troops.” 
Is this really so? The State of 
Arkansas did order its militia to 
maintain order and prevent mob 
violence but the federal govern­ 
ment obtained a court injunction 
which ordered the governor to with­ 
draw the militia. Then mob vio­ 
lence did ensue. 
What the attorney general i« say­ 
ing about the need to enforce court 
orders 
on 
school desegregation 
would be received with more en­ 
thusiasm if t h e Department of 
Justice had not remained strangely 
inactive in recent months when 
labor-union pickets were refusing 
in many strikes in Northern states 
to allow non-union workers and 
management personnel to enter 
plants where they wanted to work. 
So long as there are these ex­ 
amples of h;^crisy in govern­ 
ment. there will be little tendency 
to regard the present ruckus about 
enforcing court orders in “civil 
rights” cases as little else than a 
brazen attempt to win an election 
by wooing Negro voles in the 
North.

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Who’s Driving The Bus? 


When 
President 
Eisenhower 
appointed 
James W. Riddleberger to direct the Interna* 
tionai Cooperation Administration a year ago, 
ttM move made little news. There was a brief 
skirmish over the partisan politics of the 
appointment, then all was quiet. 
With due respect to the director, this Is 
the trouble with the Job he is doing. His 
organisation Is under the department of State. 
Though ICA spends a total el about three 
and a half MIHon dollars a year, which 
dwarfs the coot of the rest of die State 
Department, it does aet spend this money 
la a way that makes Ha operation oome under 
day-by-dey observation 
This has given rise to a public psychology 
about foreign aid that causes the billions 
spent under that heading to be under con* 
tfamous suspicion. No news is hot good news. 
A bipartisan study mission of members of 
the House of Representatives has gone afield 
ta look into foreign aid. It has learned what 
everybody has learned on similar missions. 


T m FOREIGN AXD program has done a 
tremendous amount of good. But In the course 
of spending tremendous sums of money since 
the end of World War II, it has wasted 
tremendous sums, tho. Some of its projects 
have been addle-headed. All of them have 
bam cursed with monay-happtnaaa, an affile* 
Hon common in Washington. x 
Monoy-happiness is an obsessive belief in 
the magic properties of spending. It la a cross­ 
over from the fact U.S. free enterprise hat 
produced wealth to tho supposition R can 
make other nations achieve free enterprise 


lf it gives them some of the wealth it has 
produced. 
The House commission thinks the best thing 
that could happen to ICA would be to clamp 
a lid on Its spending, in the hope of inspiring 
it to do more to help ICA beneficiaries in­ 
crease their own wealth, while saving the 
wealth of the United States. 


MORE IS REQUIRED here than a revision 
of policy behind the scenes. ICA needs to 
bo brought into tho open and given a public 
identity. Its director needs to be ss well 
known as other government personalities 
whose organisations spend a fraction as much 
as his agency. 
This is a problem In administration. One 
bf the members of the House study mission 
asserted: ‘‘This executive agency must accept 
full responsibility for the recurring charges 
of maladministration In spite of repeated 
evidence of maladministration over the last 
several years, there is no indication of ad­ 
ministrative corrections.” 
This is a familiar refrain. ICA is responsible 
for spending billions, yet is not held to ac­ 
count for tho way it spends them. Taxpayers 
who put up tho money are held at arm's 
length by a mist of obscurity. ICA’s opera­ 
tions cover the world, yet the only way to 
cover the ICA is to globe-trotting and make a 
report that will ba filed and forgotten. 
Who’s driving the bos? Mr. Riddloberger? 
Secretary of State Herter? Some assistant sec­ 
retary of state? President Eisenhower? Or 
is the bus just roiling along—the Juiciest 
"gravy train” in history, with no destination 
and no schedule?

Once be obtains his information, 
he apparently disappears into the 
maw of the tight little island known 
as the Embassy of the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republics. 


THE MOST RECENT visit was 
made to the AFL-CIO International 
Assn. of Machinists. He dropped in 
and surprised the folks 
there. 
They were startled to learn that 
the Russians had a labor attache. 
For the Soviets that is a brand 
new post. 
Those be has visited are eager 
not to give the impression to the 
United States and toe rest of the 
non-communist world that they be­ 
lieve there is free labor in the 
Soviet Union. American labor will 
not cooperate with the Russian 
"unions.” 
Typical of this attitude is the 
reaction of the leaders of the 
American Guild of Variety Artists, 
an AFL-CIO affiliate. Its officials, 
President Joey Adams and Jackie 
Bright, administrative secretary, 
have been fighting the appearance 
of the Moscow State Circus in the 
U.S. 
Adams and Bright have told 
the State Department of their ob­ 
jections. An aide of Secretary of 
State Herter has just informed 
them that the circus will not per­ 
form here’for at least two year*. 
It may sound odd that 
anyone 
should battle a circus, especially 
one with such bright trained Rus­ 
sian bears. 
But Adams and Bright ars rea­ 
sonable men with what appears 
to be reasonable objections. They 
point out that the Soviet enter­ 
tainers are really "chattel ”. They 
do not receive the benefit of the 
profits which generous and eager 
American audiences pour into the 
box offices. 
AO profits from the Russian en­ 
tertainment troupes' visits here go 
to the Moscow government and not 
to the talent. The money is paid 
directly to the Soviet Embassy by 
whatever American promoter—us­ 
ually Sol Hurok—handles them, 


THE EMBASSY then transmits 
the big profits to the official So­ 
viet State Trust. The entertainers 
simply get their usual weekly sal­ 
aries, which are one-quarter of 
what our American players gat. 
For example, the famed and 
talented Moiseyev Dancers put on 
89 performances. They took 
a 
gross of 81,888,800. Mr. Hurok took 
his cut. The rest, well over a mil­ 
lion dollars, went to the Russian 
government. 
Add to this toe' heavy take of 
th# delightful Bristol Ballet and 
the Moscow State Symphony and 
you fwd a profit running into sev­ 
eral 
dollars.

Another Type Of Filibuster

WASHINGTON 
The Southern fight against a civ­ 
il rights bill and the 10-nation dis­ 
armament talks which opened in 
Geneva Tuesday have one thing 
in common: a filibuster. 
The disarmament talks are just 
the latest in a series. Some of the 
people doing the talking at Geneva 
are new. But the spirit is the 
same. The West and the Com­ 
munist world got Into a cat-and- 
dog fight right at the start. 
The West sent the Communists 
a copy of its disarmament plan 
Monday, im the eve of the open­ 
ing, so they could examine it. They 
did. Valerian Zorin, the Soviet 
deputy foreign minister, opened 
the talks by denouncing the {dan. 
It can hardly to called new. 
It’s a collection of previous West­ 
ern proposals based on this central 
idea: that before there can be any 
rani disarmament there must be 
a fool-proof inspection system to 
prevent cheating. 
Premier Nikita Khrushchev pre­ 
sented the Communist plan last 
Sept. 18 when to was in this 
country and addressed the United 
Nations. He wanted disarmament 
in four years. The Wast offered 
no time limit. 
But Khrushchev talked of dis­ 


armament first and a control sys­ 
tem next. The West wouldn't buy 
that. It isn't likely to buy it now. 
The Soviets have looked on the 
West's proposed inspection system 
as a kind of spy network. 
So this much is predictable: 
1. The two sides will haggle, 
getting nowhere, at least until the 
end of the summit meeting which 
opens in Paris May 16. 
2. Since there is great skepti­ 
cism the summit will accomplish 
anything, the disarmament talks 
are hardly apt to pick up speed 
after the summit. 
3. Judging from past perform­ 
ances, the two sides may still be 
talking a .year from now. 
Ifs important for both—in tile 
eyes of the rest of the. world—not 
to slam or appear to slam a dom 
on disarmament altogether. 
So what seems reasonable to ex­ 
pect is a group of 'grown men 
haranguing one another days ob 
end, with neither side really budg­ 
ing. 
Perhaps the best thing that can 
be said for the disarmament talks 
at this point is that at least toe 
West and the Communist world 
are sitting down together, talking, 
which seems to to an improve­ 
ment on previous frozen-faced si­ 
lence.

The Georgia .senator made soma 
good points which still are news to 
many readers. What he said rep­ 
resents the "other side” of the 
controversy, and most Americans 
like to hear or read both sides. 
Asked what could be done to in­ 
sure the right to vote, Sen. Tal­ 
madge held up a sheaf of papers 
and said in part: 
“Here are 17 pages of federal 
laws that guarantee every citizen 
in America the right to vote. . . . 
"Now, in my own state we have 
approximately 178,808 to 185,800 Ne­ 
groes who are registered and who 
do vote. They have elected of­ 
ficials within my state. Frequent­ 
ly they are the balance of power 
in mayor’s races and local races 
of all kinds. The Negroes in 
Georgia do vote in very substantial 
number i. In some counties in 
Georgia we have a gras tar percent­ 
age of Negroes registered than we 
have of the white population. In 
three counties in Georgia we have 
more Negroes registered and vot­ 
ing than there are white peo­ 
ple . . . 
"All citizens who are qualified 
have been encouraged to vote. We 
can’t help H if some citizens don’t 
exercise that right. My colleague. 
Sen. Russell, inserted in "The 
Congressional Record” this past 
week a statement by the leader of 
the National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People in 
Cleveland, Ohio, which stated that 
only 25 per cent of the Negroes 
in Cleveland were registered and 
of that 25 or 26 per cent only 
about 28 or 28 per cent of them 
voted. Now. we have a much, 
higher percentage than that who 
are registered in Georgia and a far 
' higher 
percentage 
v o t e 
in 
Georgia.*' 


THE GEORGIA SENATOR was 
then reminded that, according to 
the U.S. Civil Rights Commission, 
there were 22 Georgia counties 
where less than 5 per cent of the 
Negro population believed to be 
eligible was registered. He replied 
that there were adequate remedies, 
and added: 
"First, any citizen who thinks 
that to la being illegally'deprived 
of the vote can go into federal 
court, he can get an injunction, to 
can recover damages against the 
registrar. 
"Second, there is a criminal law.

labor-union pickets were refusing 
in many strikes In Northern states 
to allow non-union workers and 
management personnel to enter 
plants where they wanted to work. 
So long as there are these ex­ 
amples of hypocrisy in govern­ 
ment, there will be little tendency 
to regard the present radius about 
enforcing court orders in "dvil 
rights” cases as tittie else than a 
brazen attempt to win an election 
by wooing Negro votes in the 
North.

S. Flemming and Secretary of 
Agriculture 
Ezra 
Taft 
Benson 
should work clMer together on 
such matters. 
Here as leader of a delegation 
of 40 Ohio Farm Bureau dele­ 
gates, Owen was asked his opin- 
i« i o f Flemming’s warning about 
eating 
tainted 
cranberries 
and 
chemically treated chickens. 
‘I certainly have confidence in 
the integrity of Mr. Flemming,” 
Owen replied. “ I have known him 
a long time. But I think the ad­ 
verse publicity was unfortunate. 
“ Certainly we in agriculture are 
interested in public health. At the 
same time, we want to be allowed 
to use all the chemicals in the in­ 
terest of good farming that we 
can.” 
The Ohio farmers will hear a 
speech by Flemming, a former 
Ohio Wesley an University i^esi- 
dent, today . 
Owen also was asked about re- 


ports that the current Congress 
won’t agree to the Ohio Farm 8u- 
ireau’s No. 1 legislative proposal; 
to double the conservation reserve. 
This is a program under which 
the government pay s cash to farm­ 
ers agreeing to take cropland— 
often whole farms—out of produc­ 
tion. 
A reporter reminded Owen that 
Rep. Robert W. Levering (D-Obio) 
objects to ex panding this program. 
Owen said he had a l« ig talk 
with Levering about this, and that 
at least they were able to agree 
that the conservatiwi reserve prin­ 
ciple was sound. 
“ However, most of the farm leg­ 
islation he has introduced is in 
cwnplete disagreement wkh Farm 
Bureau pdicy ,” Owen said.

A Union regiment charging a 
Confederate fort a week before 
the end of the Civil War, the 
roaring confuaion of b a t t l e , an 
Ohio officer falling with a fatal 
Wound. These graphic memories 
are revealed in faded letters and 
diaries owned by Emory Allison, 
retired Municipal Court bailiff.. 
Allison needs none of the cur­ 
rent output of Civil War literature 
to take him back 95 years to the 
nation’s great internal crisis. The 
adventure, humor and bloodshed 
are transcribed 
in the careful 
script of his step-mother’s father, 
William H. Bush of Meigs County. 


BUSH. 34 years old during the 
last year of the war, was a cab­ 
inetmaker in Racine, a small town 
along the Ohio River near Pom­ 
eroy, who went off to the fighting 
in 1862 with the 118th Ohio Volun­ 
teer Regiment. 
A 6-foot, bearded man who was 
vary religious and devoted to his 
w i f e and daughters, Bush reg­ 
ularly sent home letters in addi­ 
tion to filling five small pocket 
diaries with daily observations of 
his Ufe and experiences with Com­ 
pany B. 
Camping in frigid mountains, 
skirmishes With the enemy, a 
macabre execution bf a Union de­ 
serter and hundreds (rf colorful 
glimpses of army life are related 
in the wmh letters and diaries.

The FCC always has b een pri 
marily a technical b ody chiefly 
concerned with allocating frequen­ 
cies and setting standards. When 
these hurricanes such as the quiz 
scandal b low around their ears, 
the accumulated innocence of the 
commissioners ab out TV programs 
is painful to watch. 


ALL OF WHICH leads to ths 
whole question of federal regula­ 
tion of the air waves Frank Stan­ 
ton has declared that federal su­ 
pervision of programming would 
lead ultimately to control of the 
press, which is hogwash. The word 
censorship has b een kicked around 
generously in an effort to mislead 
the pub lic. 
* 
What is most urgently needed is 
some reasonab le perspective 
in 
this matter of fecteral regulation 
of television and radio. Atty, (îen. 
Rogers has declared that the Fed­ 
eral Conwnunications Commission 
•Iwâ y s has b ad the power to regu­ 
late the air waves. It just doesn’t. 
One of the reasons it doesn’t is 
b ecause there is a persistent at­ 
tempt inside the industry to rep­ 
resent any real ex ercise of its 
power b y the FCC as a socialist 
uprising, which it certainly isn’t. 


I THINK WE, the pub lic, ought 
to get over our hypocrisy CMicern- 
ing the air. We should either 
ab andon any concern for the air 
give it ovw entirely to the sale of 
deodorants occasi<mally interrupted 
b y rodt ’n’ roll recoc<k and cow­ 
b oy pictures (whieb is unthinkab le) 
or we should operate it prop^ly. 
One step in that direction is the 
ref<HTna suggested b y the House 
Committee on Legislative 0\’er- 
■ight which are pretty mild. Among 
other things, the committee has 
suggested that networks ought to 
b e licensed as w ^ as radio and 
TV stations. 
Since the networks are the chief 
source of progrwnming, this is the

AH radio and TV idations g^ 
their licenses b y making sweep­ 
ing promises afawt what they pro­ 
pose to do with their stations. Once 
made, these promises are virtual­ 
ly never kept and the FCC makes 
only Uie most perfunctory perusal 
o f them when time comes to re­ 
new the license. 
TTiese prwnises should b e scrutin­ 
ized—b ut to do that sensib ly re­ 
quires s<Mneone who really knows 
programming, someone who would 
know real pid>lic service from eye­ 
wash (wb ich is what many pub ­ 
lic service iM-ograms are). 
I would hope the new commis 
sioner should b e someone like Bob 
Saudek (who prob ab ly wouldn’t 
take the job ). He should b e smne- 
one, in short, who has b een in

suggest that any particular indi­ 
vidual is in the lead.

have faced serious demands for 
his ouster from the temporarily 
united forces of Kennedy’s rivals 
for the nomination.

Hub ert H. Humphrey came for­ 
ward to say that Butler had "out­ 
lived his usefuln^s” b y taking

any comment.
